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BELLOC ANALYZES CATHOLIC — 
VIEW IN STUDY OF HISTORY 


Contrasts It With Attitude of Non-Catholic In Paper 
Read at Pax Romana Congress Held 
In Cambridge. 


The difference in perspective and mental eutiook between the Cathoite 
and the non.Cathotic academic mind was analyzed at the Pax Romana congress 
hetd recentiy in Cambridge, England, when the international federation ef 
Catholic students’ societies heard this subject discussed under the title “Broken 
Bridges.’' The contrast which the Catholic student encounters between his 
faith and his secular studies aleo wae considered. inaugurating the dis¢ussions, 
Mitaire Betioc, noted Catholic writer, presented the follewing peper on “The 
Misterical Bridge’: 

he gulf between the Catholic appreciation of history and the non- 
Catholic is wide and deep. The bridging of it is particularly difficult 
beeause the controversy of opponents is based principally upon the 
matter of history, To attempt to bridge the gulf would seem to attempt 
the impossible. Since, by definition,.the historical attitude of the one 
party is refused by the other. 

This is particularly the case in the natures of Protestant culture, 
and more evidently so in England than in any other, For the whole 
national history is here based upon the assumption that not only material 
prosperity but every form of advantage proceeded in the particular case 
of England from the great Transformation through which the country 
passed in the 16th century. 

Were the only form of bridge building here to be bridge building be- 
tween the Cathole and the non-Catholic preference, it would be indeed 
impossible to perform the task on the historical ground: You would 
have to begin with philosophy and until the Opposition has been actually 
converted in philosophy common ground would not be attainable. 

But there is another aspect of the effort, and in that aspect a bridge 
can be built. I mean the aspect of method, We cannet decide by his- 
torical argument or evidence whether the Catholic or the anti-Catholic 
ia the better.
